The funersl of Rev. Mr. Tanghan took 


place at the Second Baptist Church yester- 
day morning. 
Rev. Mr. Malcom opened 


the services with Invocation. Rev. Mr, Van 
Home read tho scripture lesson:-1 Remarks 
were made by Mr. Ma!com; Eev. Mr. 
Jackson, pastor of tho Heeling street Bap- 
tist church, Providence; and by Rev. Mr. 
Grimes, pastor of tho Twelfth Baptist church 
Boston. Prayer was offered by Mr. Malcom. 
The choir of the church sang several fu- 
neral hymns during the service. 


Mr. Vaughan was one of our oldest citi- 


zens, being eighty three years of age. Six- 
ty years ago he was ordained as a Baptist 
minister, and sicco that time, In Philadel- 
phia, and other cities, lie was pastor of 
!a?ge caloied Baptist churches.

He made this city his home about 
ten years ago, and during a portion of this 
time supplied the pulpits of the Shiloh, and 
of the Union Congregational churches.

was held in affectionate esteem by his breth- 
ren. He has passed to tho grave leaving 
after him the testimony of a good name.

They havo less of the levity that oSea'da us 
in the Frenchman, and, though dignified, 
have none ot that pomposity which an Eng 
Ibbtnau occasionally assumes, us though to 
make believe that it is a matter of choice, 
and not of nccessity,that ho is vthito-halred 
and large-waisted, solemn of gait aud grave 
of utterance. 


I am not sorry to he able lo speak of the 


Irishman as of another nationality, and to 
say why I think he meets years in a better 
spirit than most men. First of all, that large 
stock of geniality which supplied high 
spirits in youth, subsides by-time into a 
species of hiimoristic pleasantry, suffic- 
iently dashed by fancy to bo brilliant, and 
enough matured by experience to avoid Uie 
impertinence of levity. Few men go through 
life more eojoyably, and, in consequence, 
few men's experiences are less darkened by 
discouraging impressions of their neighbor?, 
or by that distrust of humanity, in iho 
main, which shows itself in great depress- 
ion or melancholy.

Jefferson was a stripling of seventeen, 


tall,raw-boned,Irecklcd and sandy haired, 
when in 1760,he came to Williamsburg from 
the Far \fest of Virginia, to enterlhe col- 
lege of William and Mary. With his large 
feet and hands, his thick wrists, and promi- 
nent cheek-bones and chin, ho could not 
have been accounted handsome or grace- 


ful. 
He is described, however, as a fresh, 


bright, healthy-looking youth, as straight as 
a gun-barrel, sinewy and strong, with that 
alertness of movement which comes Of early 
familiarity with saddle, gun, canoe, minuet, 
and country dance—that sure elastic tread 
and ease of bearing which we still observe 
in country bred lada who have been exempt 
from the ruder toils of agriculture, while en- 
joying in fuller measure the freedom of and 
the sports of the country. His teeth, too, 
were perfect, which alone redeems a counte- 
nance destitute of other charms; his eyes, 
which were of hazel gray, were beaming 
and expressive; and his demeanor gave as- 
surance of a sympathetic, inquisitive mind. 


Such lads, eager and uninformed, still 


come to college from honest country homes, 
in regions where agriculture is carried on 
upon a scale that allows some leisure to the 
farmer's family, some liberality of expendi- 
ture, book?, music, a tincture of art, and 
hospitable habits. How welcome, how dear 
to instructors worthy of them, aro such un- 
hackneyed minds in.bodies unimpaired!
